year. This interest has production ot 
its own, but must always buy some out- 
side cok«, and H is now Confronted 
with practically fuH operation of its 
Wast turnaces, so taac it is likely to 
require 'rom. 20,000 to 30,000 tons a 
month for the remainder of this half 
year. It hesitated about bidding $1.30 
•ome time ago, but.:iow bids the price
